FLAG AT NASHVILLE. 
Our dispatches this morning give a full 
confirmation of the evacuation of Nashville 
by the rebels. The old flag now floats over 
the State capital of Tennessee, and Union 
men are with one accord rallying to the 
standard. Gov. Harris and the State Leg- 
islature, so far from welcoming the invaders 
—even with “ bloody hands”—have fled to 
Memphis, first destroying the rebel stores 
and burning some of the

slasm was unbounded. At 5 a. M., long be- 
fore sunrise, Gen. Turchin's Brigade moved 
out upon the Louisville and Nashville tarn- 
pike a few miles and halted, Col. Kennett's 
b Ohio cavalry acting as skirmishers in front 
and upon either fank. Following our brigade 
was Capt. James's celebrated battery, which 
did such terrible execation in Western Vir- 
last summer; Gen. Dumont’s brigade, 
containing some of Obio's choicest volunteers, 
including the 3d and 40th regiments, which, 
excepting our own brigade, perhaps, are not 

excelled in Gen. Mitchel’s division. Colonel 
Morrow's brigade and Col. Sill's command fol- 
lowed. Among the latter was the lab Ken- 
tucky regiment, which is composed of as true 
coldiers as ever drew a sword fo their coun- 
try's cause. When all was ready, the column 
moved down the turnpike the happiest 12,000 
men ever assembled.

The Army of the Potomac—Another Fight Con-

The numerical strength of the army of the 
Potomac, commanded by Major General Geo. 
B. McClellan, has been heretofore, so far as 
the public were concerned, a matter of guess 
work, and the various guesses have ranged 
from 100,000 to 200,000 men.- Senator Wilson 
yesterday, in a debate on the proposed reduc- 
tion of the cavalry force, stated it as follows: 
“J think we have fifteen divisions now in the 
“army of the Potomac; each division com- 
„ manded by a Major General, or by s Briga- 
„dier General acting as a Major General; and 
‘each consisting of three brigades, each brig- 
“ade of three regiments of luſantry, making 
twelve infantry regiments in a division, and 
“ one regiment of cavalry, and three, and some- 
“ times four, batteries of artillery, or twenty 


“« pieces. That is supposed to be about the 


* relative proportion that ought to exist be- 
„ tween infantry, cavalry, and artillery. I be- 
** lieve that there have been assigned to two or | 
three of fhese divisions dfore than one regi- 

„ ment of cavalry, and I think one or two of 
“them have four batteries instead of three.” 
Since this information le now published lu the 
Globe, the official paper of Congress, there can 
be no harm in republishing it in Chicago. 
Feen divisions, of twelve infantry regiments, 
ope cavalry regiment and three artillery com- 
panies each, constitute a force of 202,750 fight- 
ing men, or men who would fight if they had 
a chance. 

The battle at Fert Donelson has been fol 
lowed by a battle less bloody, less glorious, 
but not lese obetinate, as to which of the Gen- 
erals, two hundred or ten hundred miles from 
the field, is entitled to the credit of the 
achievement. Gen. McClellan's partisans,in the 
little pro-slavery Ser, claim it all for bim.

DEPARTURE OF REBRL COMMISS! 
A peremptory order was received by Colonel 
Tucker from General Halleck yesterday, to 
have all the commissioned officers belonging 
o the confederates, in Camp Douglas as pris- 
oners of war, sent immediately to Columbus, 
Ohio, for safe . The notice given by 
Capt. Potter the Commander of the post 
was short, but that to the management of the 
Pittsburgh, Fort Wayne & Chicago Railroad 
Company was shorter, yet both promptly 
obeyed orders, and st-precisely twenty minutes 
past six last evening the prisoners were on 
hand at the depot on South Canal street, ia 
charge of a guard of twenty-five soldiers, to 
the number of one hundred and five, anda 
few minutes later were in the cars afd steaming 
away for Crestline, where they will breakfast 
this morning, and take the Cleveland and Co- 
lumbus road for their destination. 

The entire police force of the city, under the 
personal supervision of Superintendent ef Po- 
lice, C. FP. Bradley, and his Captains and 

were out to act as guard and es- 
cort to the rebel officers. The latter were 
marched out of camp at five o’clock, placed in 
the State street cars, provided by Superintend- 
ent D. A. Gage for the purpose, and brought 
to the corner of Canal and Madison streets 
without change of carriages, where they were 
emptied and marched between two ‘files of 
policemen to the cars. The prisoners were 
well treated by the immense crowd of citizens 
convened at the station to see them off, and 
not subjected to a single word of abuse or 
insult. We noticed asa featur: of forbearance 
on the part of our people *that the 
fact that some of the more exalted members 
of the Southern army--or, at least, same of 
the men holding high stations in the rebel ser- 
vice—took their colored servants along with 
them, did not call forth an expression, by 
word or deed, of the feelings of repugnance 
which were undoubtedly slumbering in every 
bosom, Those who could inwardly curse the 
institution which allowed the holding of men 
in bondage, could also respect the prejudices 
of a fallen foe.
